Change "a corresponding pixel" in line 3 to - a displaying region of a 
corresponding sub-pixel --. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed invention 
is directed to a spatial image type display device having a plurality of display devices, display 
surfaces of said display devices being aligned with each other and having a spacing 
therebetween. Independent claims 10 (renumbered as claim 1) and 20 (renumbered as claim 13) 
identifies the uniquely distinct features, "each sub-pixel of said front display surface includes a 
displaying region for displaying the image data of said front display surface and a transparent 
region that is adjacent to the display region and is aligned with a displaying region of a 
corresponding sub-pixel of the rear display surface so that the image data on said rear display 
surface is transmitted through the transparent region to a viewer " presently recited in last 6 lines 
of these claims. The closest prior arts, Hiroaki (US 6,661,425 Bl) and Suyama et al. (US 
6,525,699 Bl) both discussed in the Office Action dated 5/24/2007, either singularly or in 
combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
